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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Staples fails to teach or 
suggest both and in band access path and an out of band access path. However, Staples teaches that the user can connect to the 
telephony server using the telephony connection Ct( Figure 6) and can connect to the telephony server using the LAN (Figure 3A). 
Applicant goes on to argue that the firewall of Staples fails to teach or suggest restricting acecss to both the first network and the user 
computing device. However, as cited by applicant, the firewall controls access to the internet (page 34, paragraph 409). Controlling access 
to the internet would affect the user computing devices attachment to the LAN, and the LAN's attachment to the internet. Therefore 
restricting access to the first network and the user computing device. 

Applicant also argues that Smith teaches away from the use of a modem bank. However, Smith teaches a modem bank connected to a 
plurality of modems (page 2, paragraph 16). Even though Smith does not appear to address modem banks anywhere else in the disclosure, 
Smith does teach a modem bank that authenticate users before connecting them to remote elements (page 2, paragraph 16) as claimed by 
applicant. 
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
